Program Description 

Since 1980 the Slavic Department of the University of Kansas 
has cooperated with MATICA ISELJENIKA HRVATSKE, 
the Emigrant Council of Croatia in sponsoring the Summer 
Croatian Language and Folk-Culture School. This five-week 
program is held annually in Zagreb from late June until early 
August Language in struction is conducted by teachers from 
the Center for Foreign Language Study in Zagreb who are ex¬ 
perienced in teaching English-speaking students. All classes 
are monitored by the resident KU-MATICA program director 
and Students are divided into four groups: beginning, advan¬ 
ced beginning, intermediate and advanced, according to their 
knowledge of Croatian, which is tested on the first day. The 
language section consists of 96 hours of classroom work. The 
folklore program includes 20 hours of lectures and 15 hours of 
participation in a variety of workshops including Croatian folk 
music, instruments and dances, folk customs, national costu¬ 
mes, traditional architecture, and folk art. Workshop instruc¬ 
tors are folklore specialists from the Cultural Educational As¬ 
sociation of Croatia and the Institute for Folklore Research in 
Zagreb. Students Will also attend numerous cultural events, 
folklore concerts, village festivals, and museum exibits in ad¬ 
dition to weekend travel excursions throughout summer. 

This program is intended primarily for young adults of Croa¬ 
tian or Yugoslav descent who seek to gam or increase their 
knowledge of Croatian literary language and folk-culture; ho¬ 
wever, the program also accepts limited number of non-Croa¬ 
tian students who can demonstrate scholastic ability to partici¬ 
pate in this intensive course. 

Prospective applicants, ages 17-35, should be (or have been) 
enrolled at an institution of higher education which can provi¬ 
de a transcript of grades and recommendations to the Univer¬ 
sity of Kansas, Slavic Department and MATICA for evalua¬ 
tion and accreditation. Participants enroll for nine units of 
academic credit (six for language and three for folk culture) 
offered for this course. These units are transferable to all col¬ 
leges and universities in North America. 

Due to the limited number of places available, preliminary 
processing and screening of applicants is conducted by the KU 
Slavic Department. Applications are sent to MATICA in Za- 
greb for final selection. The application deadline is April 2. 
Candidates will be notified of their acceptance by June 1.

SPLIT, Yugoslavia 

W HEN, in A.D. 295, the 
Roman Emperor Dio¬ 
cletian went shopping 
for a spot to build a retirement 
retreat, he looked no farther than 
Yugoslavia’s Adriatic coast. 

Diocletian could have picked any 
location in the Roman Empire, 
then a realm that included most of 
the known world. 

The Yankee traveler, with al¬ 
most as many choices, would do 
well to follow suit. 

A visit to sites such as Split, and 
neighboring islands, Hvar and 
Brae, turns up an abundance of 
riches — local flavor, a breathtak¬ 
ing coastline, a temperate sunny 
climate and no shortage of histori¬ 
cal and cultural treasures, includ¬ 
ing well-preserved medieval 
walled towns. 

For the American traveler, the 
mighty U.S. dollar, coupled with 
spiraling Yugoslav inflation, re¬ 
sults in embarrassingly low prices. 

One large tour operator, Yugo- 
tours, sells budget packages for 
adult travelers for as little as 535 
to ?50 a day. Prices may be slight- • 
ly higher on a do-it-yourself itiner¬ 
ary, but you also have a tad more 
flexibility. 

Diocletian’s Split, as well as 
Hvar and Brae, should not be 
missed either way. You could 
spend a night in each, continuing 
on to Korcula and ending in stun¬ 
ning Dubrovnik. 

What follows is an idea of what 
you can expect from each. 


Split 

The focal point of Split, today a 
hodgepodge of Greek, Roman and 
Slav architecture and the Adriat¬ 
ic’s largest city, is Diocletian’s wa¬ 
terfront palace. 

It is remarkably preserved, of¬ 
fering keen insight into life inside 
the ornate palace walls 1,700 years 
ago. Visitors can walk through 
much of the interior, including the 
underground tunnels, the central 
Roman Peristyle, the emperors 
mausoleum and Jupiter’s Temple, 
a baptistry for young children. 

A well-stocked museum shop 
and gift gallery occupy a portion of 
the palace’s first floor. Other shop¬ 
pers may want to explore the duty¬ 
free shops, crystal boutiques and 
jewelry stores surrounding the pal¬ 
ace. 

Brae 

Our visit to Brae coincided with 
the arrival of the seasonal bura 
winds, lending an otherworldly feel 
to our visit. We thought the world 
was coming to ah end. 

Always sudden, the autumnal 
bura winds are cold, strong gusts 
that sweep down the terraced vine- 
yard-covered hills to the sea, 
sometimes reaching 100 mph. 

In better weather, the best rea¬ 
son to visit Yugoslavia’s third larg¬ 
est island is to enjoy the miles of 
nude beaches, particularly popular 
with Italians and Germans. 

A resort complex of five hotels, 
grass tennis courts and pools is 
scattered on the beach at Bol. Dur¬ 
ing our visit, there were partici¬ 
pants from around the world in for 


the 18th World Tennis Champion¬ 
ship for Doctors. Past sites include 
Monte Carlo and Austin. 

Besides its resort facilities, Brae 
is best known for its Dominican 
Monastery and adjacent museum 
and quarry of marble. Brae mar¬ 
ble was used in both the construc¬ 
tion of the Emperor Diocletian’s 
palace in Split and the White 
House. 


Hvar 

Hvar’s No. 1 export is lavender, 
but the large island also boasts 
beach resort facilities and is a 
treasure of medieval architecture. 

For most of the year, the island 
is blanketed with fields of lavender 
and rosemary and blooming or¬ 
ange and lemon trees. Stately 
palm trees line the waterfront, 
which doubles as a marina for 
sleek world-class sailboats. 

Bona-fide tourist attractions are 
the Franciscan Monastery with ad¬ 
jacent museum; postage-size Hvar 
Theatre, dating to the beginning of 
the 1600s, and the fortress just 
above the city. Climb its walls for 
v»ews of the city’s red-tile roofs, 
neighbor islands and stunningly 
blue sea, 

Jack in the city center, several 
rt staurants and cafes serve snacks 
and the local wines at outdoor ta¬ 
bles shaded by colorful umbrellas. 
The waterfront restaurant (with 
outdoor seating) at the charming 
Hotel Slavija can’t be beat. 

In the late afternoon, you could 
be tempted to join the locals, who 
come for a glass of wine or beer 
and stay to watch the day melt into 
night.
